Regional councillors are 
expected to mark Earth Day 
tonight by debating how to 
reduce landfill and help resi¬ 
dents reach the regional 
recycling goal of 65 per cent 
by 2012. 

Because apparently, says 
Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs, 
we’re not doing as well as we 
could in the recycling 
department. Niagara resi¬ 
dents came onside and did 
well in comparison to other 
municipalities in the early 
years of recycling, but the 
Niagara rate has remained 
stagnant at about 40 per cent 
in recent years while other 
municipalities have pulled

Randy Van Berkel wasn’t 
happy when the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake turned 
down his request to erect a 
wind turbine. 

But he didn’t give up on his 
search for an alternative 
source of power for the fami¬ 
ly business. He had a plan 
B—a plan which has translat¬ 
ed into a green solution that 
not only provides a substan¬ 
tial benefit to his bottom line 
is landfill and puts 


winter and powers the grow 
lights. 

It does all that with grape 
pomace from NOIL wineries, 
grass clippings from local 
landscapers, peppers that 
don’t meet the high stan¬ 
dards of the St. Davids hydro¬ 
ponics operation, andcom- 
mercial dog food that doesn't 
make the grade, adding some 
cow manure to help break 
down the material. 

But it doesn’t end there. If 
the warm weather is making 
you think about gardening, 
Van Berkel has a great deal for 
you. The left-over composted 
material makes good fertiliz¬ 
er, he says—it’s clean and 
odorless—and to attract 

pie to try it, he is selling two 
three-cubic foot bags, about 
80 pounds, for $5. 

Initially, he had some com¬ 


plaints about the noise of the 
digester and the smell from 
the pile of waste that feeds 
it—he takes enough grape 
pomace in the fall to last until 
the next harvest, storing it on¬ 
site—but he has worked out 
those issues, always trying to 
go one step beyond what is 
necessary, he says. 

“I keep trying to find ways 
to make it better. The last 
thing we want is to have 
problems with our neigh¬ 
bours. We want to keeD 
everybody happy." 

And for that reasi 
he says, the digester is 
ter choice in the long run 
than the wind turbine he 
originally considered. 

The digester is much 
more labour-intensive, he 
says, “but wind turbines 
don’t make good neigh-

"We're not where we 
should be,” he says. 

The last thing he wants to

I think we 
need to be making it easier 
for residents to recycle, not 
punishing them for not 
doing better. I certainly 
don’t want to inconven¬ 
ience residents any more 
than we already do.”

on how to proceed. With a 
new contract out to tender, 
expected to go to Emterra 
Environmental, rather than 
Modern Landfill, the policy 
of garbage pick-up was 
open for debate. 

The seven-year contract 
will begin in March, 2011, 
and the successful bidder 
needs to be able to plan its 
collection schedule and all 
that goes with it, says 
Burroughs. 

The regional public works 
committee is supporting 
the option that would see 
every-other-week pick-up, 
with a three bag limit, and 
would ban grass clippings 
altogether. Compost and 
recycling would remain 
weekly to help the region 
reach its diversion goal. 

The option supported by 
the regional finance com¬ 
mittee would retain weekly 
pick-up, including com¬ 
post, but reduce the current 


Burroughs, who sits on 
both committees and lis¬ 
tened to hours of debate at 
both meetings, says the 
option with weekly pick-up, 
supported by the finance 
committee, is the cheaper 
of the two, based on landfill 
tonnage rates. 

Over the seven year term 
of the contract, it would 
save the region about $1.2 
million. 

However, the regional 
report says if the more 
expensive option—every 
other week pick-up- 
increases recycling and 
achieves the 2012 diversion 
goal, the sale of recyclable 
material and decreased 
garbage tonnages at the 
landfill would in the long 
run make it cheaper. 

But there are other ways 
to increase recycling, says 
Dave Lepp, NOTL’s regional

councillor. 

Based on conversations 
in his communities—NOTL 
and Vineland, where he 
works—he hears more sup¬ 
port for weekly one-bag 

Other municipalities 
have gone to every other 
week and shown success at 


increasing their recycling, 
he says, “but I think there’s 
a better way. About 30 per 
cent (of Niagara residents) 
don't take advantage of our 
recycling programs at all. 
And we’ve been hovering 
around 42 per cent diver¬ 
sion for years. We need to 
recycle more, we all get 
that, but for some people 
it’s just easier not to. I’d 
rather try to educate than 
force people.” 

Collection of grass clip¬ 
pings will be another 
debate, he said. 

“The report says all or 
nothing, but I think maybe 
there's a better way. I’d like 
to discuss a reduced pro¬ 
gram, maybe picking up 
clippings in the spring and 
late fall when grass grows 
faster to help out residents." 

That compromise is not 
on the regional table at the 
moment, but Lepp says he 
plans to suggest it tonight.

Message is clear: we 
must step our recycling 


T onight, our NOTL representa¬ 
tives on regional council, Lord 
Mayor Gary Burroughs and 
Regional Councillor Dave Lepp, will 
take part in a discussion about the 
future of Niagara’s garbage pick-up. 

We have only their two votes on 
regional council, so although we 
will pay for whatever the majority of 
councillors decide, it may not be 

Our two representatives both dis¬ 
like the idea of every other week 
garbage pick-up. It may seem like a 
good way to force us to do a better 
job of recycling, but really, as our 
NOTL politicians are saying, there 
are better ways to achieve that goal. 
Make it easier for us, not more diffi¬ 
cult. And convince those who don’t 
recycle to change their habits. 

So they will support every week, 
one-bag pick-up, a more gentle 
approach with the same goal- 
increased recycling. 

Truly, that is the most difficult 
part of the discussion—understand¬ 
ing why the residents of our region, 
once so gung-ho on recycling, have 
stalled at about 40 per cent of the 
projected diversion goal of 65 per 

There was a time when 65 per 
cent diversion seemed quite attain¬ 
able, and since that goal was set, 
the region has made it easier and 
more convenient to recycle, with 
compost buckets emptied weekly, 
pick-ups of yard waste, and 
increased materials suitable for 
blue and grey boxes. 

But apparendy 30 per cent of 
Niagara residents don’t take advan¬ 
tage of the recycling program that is 


offered. That’s a tough one. What 
are they thinking? Or not thinking? 

The National Recycling Coalition, 
an American organization, has a list 
of the top 10 reasons to recycle— 
and it’s not all about the environ- 

If green, as in cash, is more 
important to some than the envi¬ 
ronment, the number one reason 
given for recycling is for them—it's 
good for the economy, providing 
raw materials to make new prod- 

Reason number 2? Also about 
money. It creates jobs in a billion 
dollar industry. 

Then we get to the real green—as 
in environment—reasons to recycle. 
It reduces waste. It saves on landfill. 
It uses fewer natural resources. It 
saves energy. It prevents global 
warming, reduces water pollution, 
protects wildlife. And it creates new 
demand for more recycled prod- 

Right here at home in our own lit¬ 
tle corner of the world, if we're not 
concerned about global issues— 
and we should be—we are surely 
concerned about regional taxes. 

Recycling will save money on 
garbage collection. 

Never mind that it’s the right 
thing to do. 

Which ever option for garbage 
pick-up the region chooses for us, 
there is one very clear message to 
come from their extensive debate. 

Whether we’re hit over the head 
with every other week pick-up to 
force us to recycle or more gently 
reminded with a one-bag limit, we 
must do a better job of recycling.

TAX CHANGES YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT 

As announced in the 2009 Ontario Budget, the Provincial Sales Tax (PST) will be re¬ 
placed with a more modern, value-added tax that will be combined with the federal 
Goods and Services Tax (GST) to create a Harmonized Sales Tax (HST) for Ontario, 
effective July 1, 2010. The provincial portion of the HST will be eight per cent and 
the federal portion wiU be five per cent, for a combined HST rate of 13 per cent 
Why the HST? Ontario’s comprehensive tax package, including the harmonized sales tax, 
will create jobs by making Ontario more competitive and provide personal tax relief. 

The world has changed. We’ve witnessed the biggest global economic downturn in 80 
years. If we want Ontario to remain strong, we must change too. 

We need to be more competitive. We need to attract more investment and jobs. We need to 
protect those important services like health care and education we’ve worked so hard to 
build. Many economists and businesses agree that a single value-added tax, like the HST, 
is the most important thing we can do to strengthen Ontario’s economy. 

We have a choice: we can refuse to fix what’s broken, resign ourselves to the idea that 
Ontario will be less competitive, and watch our province move backward. Or we can 
move forward, embrace change and hold firm to the conviction that Ontario can emerge 
through this stronger than ever before. 

How it works ? The fact is, our current sales tax structure hurts job creation. 

Right now the PST is charged on many purchases made 
by businesses in manufacturing goods and providing ser¬ 
vices. It penalizes business by taxing them at every step in 
the production, distribution and retail processes - mak¬ 
ing it a tax on a tax on a tax. 

Roughly $4.5 billion in embedded sales tax is hidden in 
the cost of doing business in Ontario. It drives up costs to 
consumers and places Ontario’s businesses at a competi¬ 
tive disadvantage. Most countries we compete with for 
jobs don’t have that disadvantage. 

The HST will generally remove this hidden tax by refund¬ 
ing sales taxes paid on most business inputs. These re¬ 
funds will mean lower prices for many consumer pur¬ 
chases and lower business costs, which experts agree 
will improve the competitiveness of Ontario businesses 
and result in increased business investment, leading to 
more jobs and higher incomes.

Time to begin clean-up, 
pruning and fertilizing 


Did you get the dormant 
spray on before everything 
took off this year? 

Everything is growing so 
fast right now, the forsythia is 
blooming and it’s time to put 
on the crabgrass prevention. 

After you clean up the sur¬ 
rounding areas and have 
given a dressing of fertilizer 
do not forget the slug and 
snail bait, and check for 
unwanted plants. I made a 
mistake last year—a new 
leafy spreading plant grew 
near the bird bath and I 
thought it quite nice and left 
it alone - big mistake. 

One I regret planting is 
lemon balm - it seeds all over 
the place. Now it has to be 
taken out of several areas. 

Remember to leave the 
foliage of the daffodils for six 
weeks before cutting them 
down. Prune and cut back 
shrubs that have grown too 
large and clear out under¬ 
neath them.
